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“CUSTOM REGULATIONS 
TRAVELERS SHOULD KNOW 


Passengers on steamers bound for the United States will receive a 
sheet of paper containing two forms of declaration. The one in black is 
for citizens of the United States; the one in red for non-residents. The law 
provides that citizens of the United States may bring in articles valued 
under $100, but there are restrictions relating to thie which should be 
carefully moted, The following instructions are taken from the leaflet fur- 
nished by the treasury department. If in doubt regarding the meaning of 
any clause in the declaration or instructions the purser will explain. 

Residents of the United States must declare all articles which have 
been obtained abroad by purchase or otherwise. 

Articles taken from the United States and remodeled, repaired, or im- 
proved abroad must be declared, and the cost of such remodeling, repairing, 
or improving must be separately stated, 

The following articles are dutiable: 

Household effects, including books, pictures, furniture, tableware, table 
linen, bed linen, and other similar articles, unless used abroad by the owner 
for a period of a year or more. 

Goods in the piece. 

Articles of any nature intended for sale, or for other persons, 

The following articles are free if under $100 in value and if necessary 
for comfort and convenience for the purpose of the journey, and not for 
sale nor for other persons: 

Clothing. 

Toilet articles, such as combs, brushes, soaps, cosmetics, shaving and 
manicure sets, etc. 

Persona! adornment, jewelry, ete., and cameras, musical] instruments. ete. 

Clothing and other personal effects taken out of the United States by 
the passenger if not increased in value or improved in condition while 
abroad. If increased in value or improved in condition, they are dutiable 
on the cost of the repairs. 

NON-RESIDENTS 


Non-residents of the United States are entitled to bring in free of 
duty, without regard to the $100 exemption, such articles as are in the 
nature of wearing apparel, articles of personal adornment, toilet articles, 
and similar personal effects, necessary and appropriate for their wear and

2,000,000 Words and Long 
Distance Telephone Is: 
Part of News Service

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Hk two big national conventions of 

the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties every four years make demands 
upon the telegraph facilities of this coun- 
try, besile which all other tasks under- 
taken by the wires offer only a feeble 
comparison, says the New York Sun. No 
other telegraph service anywhere in the 
world has so much put upon it at any 
one time probably, for in no other coun- 
trv in the world are there held four-day 
yatherings approaching in importance in 
a neWs these two great conven- 
tions. 

The volume of matter sent out from a 
convention city in any day during 
one of these meetings has been exceeded 
in only one instance since the beginning 
of these events. On July 9%, 1896, the 
day that Bryan made his famous “cross 
of gold, crown of thorns” speech, there 
Was sent out from the Democratic con- 
vention hall in Chicago a total of 433,000 
words by the Wastern Union Telegraph 
Company alone. The only time that this 
has been exceeded was on the night the 
Carpathia arrived. On that night the 
Western Union wires running from New 
York carried 715,000 words, all having to 
with the leading story, and there 
were sent out over the cables to Europe 
a total of 45,000 in addition. This was 
the high water mark for telegraph ser- 
vice in this country. 

This job of the telegraph companies of 
distributing the press messages from a 
convention to the world has grown big- 
yer the institution itself has grown 
older. It was nothing like the task it 1s 
today when Lincoln was nominated at 
Chicago. 

At the convention which nominated 
Lincoln in 1860 at Chicago there were 
just six telegraph wires available.

At the Chicago convention this month 
there probably will be 300 wires in use 
by the companies. The long dis- 
tance telephone is also to be called into 
play and a total of 2,000,000 words about 
the convention is expected to be sent 
over the wires. 

About 500 working men

tions this month at Chicago and Balti- 
more. Jhey are great gathering“ places 
for newspaper reporters, just as they 
are for politicians.

Improved Facilities 


A new feature of the telegraph service 
which will serve to connect these coming 
conventions with the outside world is 
the use of telephone wires to supple- 
ment the regular telegraph trunk lines. 
There has been developed a system 
whereby telegraph messages can be sent 
over a telephone wire without interfering 
with the telephone messages going over 
the same wire. This means a vast addi- 
tion to the usual facilities. And, in the 
case of Baltimore, it means the assur- 
ance that no matter how severe a storm 
may come up a telegraph service can be 
maintained- without interruption. 

By the time the Baltimore convention 
is held, the work of putting underground 
the telephone wires between Washington 
and New York will have been completed. 
In fact, is barely possible that, by 
that time, there will be underground 
telephone wires all the way to Boston. 
On June 1, there remained only a short 
gap between Hartford and Boston and 
another between Baltimore and Wash- 
ington. 

It is certain that, at any rate, New 
York will be connected with the Balti- 
more convention hall by underground 
telephone wires. This will mean that, 
with the numerous telegraph trunk lines 
eonnecting Baltimore with other cities, 
there will be about 100 telephone trunk 
lines over which press matter may be 
sent.

Chicago offers a far more simple task 
to the telegraph men, because it is one 
of the greatest wire centers in the coun. 
try. That is one of the reasons that it 
has become a favorite convention city 
for the Republicans. Right in the rear 
of the big platforms at the Coliseum, 
where the convention is held, a tempor- 
ary telegraph office is erected which for 
the time the convention lasts becomes 
one of the most important in the coun- 
try. With from 100 vo 150 circuits lead- 
ing through all parts of the country, 
making connections at the seaboard 
with the cables for Europe, so that an 
operator in the convention hall may 
send direct to European capitals, it is 
one of the busiest adjuncts of the con- 
vention. 

There are a few telegraph wires that 
are run even closer to the scene of events 
than these. They are used by press 
associations. These wires are operated 
directly under the speaker's platform, 
but because of the noiseless sounders 
employed, a telephone receiver attach- 
ment, they cannot be heard. To man 
these wires in a convention city the two 
telegraph companies select their best 
operators, sending them from all the 
large cities to the convention city.

above Khartoum, a corner marked Lake 
No where the Victoria Nile ‘urns its 
course from north to east. That corner 
is cut off by the Bahr el Zaraf (or Gi- 
raffe river), at present aa insignificant 
stream but which has the advantage of 
parsing between solid banks fcr the 
greater part of its course. The Bahr el 
Gebel (or Mountain river), which at 
present carries most of the supply from 
the Great Lakes, runs through swamps 
which could not easily be shut off. So it 
is proposed to improve the Ciraffe river 
by dredging and sending aown it the 
water saved by banking the Nile above 
the point where the Giraffe river takes 


its exit. 


North America Visited 


The irrigation service in the Sudan 
was established, the inspector general 
being C. E. Dupuis, now adviser to the 
ministry of public works at Cairo. The 
dredging problems being akin to those 
met with in the great rivers of North 
America, Mr. Dupuis decided to see for 
himself what was being done there, and 
visited the St. Lawrence and tke Missis- 
sippi. As a result of this visit, Mr. Rob- 
inson of Montreal was engaged as con- 
sulting engineer and prepared specifica- 
tions and designs for drcdgers of three 
different types and a towboat, all of 
which have now been at work for more 
than tw years. 

The three dredgers were of the grab, 
dipper and hydraulic types respectively, 
the function of the first type being to 
clear away the masses of “sudd” or veg- 
tatio:: which block the channels of the 
upper Nile streams, the dipper then deep- 
ening the sides of the channel thus 
cleared and depositing the mud on the 
banks and the hydraulic dredger com- 
pleting the work by making the channel 
of the required uniform depth and pump- 
ing the spoil on the far sides of the dipper 
banks, thus filling up the swamps and 
strengthening the banks. 

A short description of each type of 
dredger will explain its function. The 
dipper is specifically an American type 
and resembles the steam shovels which 
have been doing such splendid work on 
the Panama canal. Its action is that of 
a spade, each spadeful being 5 to 7 cubic 
yards capacity and weighing up to 10 
tons or even more when heaped ip. The 
grab is a gigancic hand at the end of a 
chain, the fingers being stee] 
closed by the action of the chain. Lastly, 
the hydraulic dredge has a revolving cut- 
ter at the end of the suction pipe of a 
powerful centrifugal pump. As the cut- 
ter carves away clay, hard sand or even 
rock if not too hard, the pump sucks in 
the pieces and delivers them a couple of 
hundred yards away. 

The dipper dredge and the towboat— 
which is a stern wheel steamer, designed 
to push six 300-ton barges lashed two 
and two in front of it—were built in the 
States and the other two dredges in Scot- 
land, all being erected at Kha:itoum by 
the steamers department of the Sudan 
government. . 


Dredges Do Good Work 


These four boats, together with six 
stee! barges built in London, comprise 
the “experimental dredging fleet,” and all 
the items have done good we:k under 
very difficult conditions. Of the three 
types of dredger, the dipper has proved 
to be the best adapted to the work re- 
quired and though the other typcs can be 
employed it is probable that when fur- 
ther orders are placed the dipper «ill be 
the type selected.

moral value of these philanthropies, the areas and the number were 
wicreased. Where, ten years ago, one or two recreation parks were 
sufficient to meet the demand, the need is not now fully met by a 
dozen. 

As illustrating the almost universal recognition of the value 
of recreation parks, the statement of a western contemporary that 
a community ought to regard their creation as a privilege rather 
than a burden ts greatly to the point. Some of the larger cities, 
ast and West, have expended millions in clearing spaces in their 
tenement districts and in fitting them up as recreation parks only 
to find that these expenditures simply paved the way for even greater 
ones, because the demand for wholesome outdoor amusements seems 
to grow with every step taken toward meeting it. This is in the 
natural order of things, for as popular taste 1s directed into new 
and better channels it seeks to express itself through larger and ever 
expanding effort. The playground and recreation park equipment 
of ten years ago was crude and incomplete in comparison with that 
In common use today. 

ven reforms, in the final analysis, are in these times measured 
to a large extent by their intrinsic value to the community. Chi- 
cago, New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, St. Louis, Cleve- 
land, Denver, San Francisco, all of the larger cities of the United 
States in fact have now carried the recreation park and playground 
beyond the experimental stage, and all have testified in one way or 
another that, considered purely as aids to municipal administration, 
they have paid and are paying large dividends. In many instances 
they have made it possible for cities to cut in two the cost of polic- 
ing neighborhoods formerly most troublesome. They have in as 
tnany instances literally starved out the resorts that formerly were 
a source of constant annoyance and expense to communities. They 
have taken not only the children but the adults of the crowded dis- 
tricts into a cleaner and better atmosphere than what they were 
forced to breathe a decade ago. 

Chicago deserves credit for leading in the promotion of this 
beneficent work. It was one of the very first of the great cities to 
establish playgrounds, recreation grounds, small parks, in the more 
populous districts. It has invested in these over $12,000,000. That 
it is still engaged in their establishment proves that it has profited 
by their creation and is perfectly willing to acknowledge it.

March, 1911, but never enforced until com- 
paratively recently. The court has held that under-the provision for 
police powers tor protection of social interests the state may make 
all reasonable regulations of labor thought necessary by the people’s 
representatives. ‘There have been times, not so remote, when Cali- 
fornia s tribunal would have taken the New York court’s conserva- 
tive position. The judiciary, like the state legislative and executive 
departments, is freer to render just decrees than it used to be. 

That this law.guarding women from excessive toil is being 
enforced as never before is due partly to the court's sanction of it 
and also to the tact that women now vote in California. Officials 
whose tenure of office may depend upon women’s approbation are 
bound to be more rigorous in execution of their sworn duty to 
protect women. Theory thus affirms; and the experience of 
democracies shows it to be true. California is only demonstrating 
anew what has long been known. 

Defenders of the old order of industry and trade under the 
laissez-faire system, who deprecate all extension of state authority 
cver modes of business, hours of labor, rates of profit, and issues 
of stock, are quite right in instinctive opposition to woman's voting. 

Given the franchise, she is likely to shape policies of state that 
affect domestic economy and family budgets, that guard against 
physical and moral deterioration, and that influence directly or 
indirectly the welfare of clildren and their mothers. It can be 
predicted with some assurance that any state that entranchises women 
will not be notable for unentorced laws respecting social uplift.

KOR SEVERAL months the republic of China 
has been blocked in many domestic retorms 
and adjustments of grievous conditions by 
the inability of its _ responsible ofhcials to 
come to terms with the powers over vast 
loans believed to be necessary for national 
rehabilitation. The point at issue least 
amenable to influences of debate has 
been that of foreign supervision of expendi- 
ture of moneys loaned, not that of sums 
available or rate of interest payable thereon. Bankers of the six 
nations represented in the compact can and will produce hundreds 
of millions and will not ask extortionate returns thereon. The point 
nominally at issue is that of foreign supervision of expenditure of 
the loans after they are made. Chinese pride resents the imputa- 
tion involved in the foreigners’ demand, and, with past experiences 
in mind, is‘loth even to seem to come under foreign control in 
so vital a matter as national finance. President Yuan Shi Kai, an 
opportunist, who will take half a loaf when he cannot get a whole 
one, who knows something of the practicalities of statecraft by long 
experience, 1S not as insistent against acceptance of supervision of 
national finance as are the republican.nationalists of the south and 
the group of which the premier, Tang Shao Yi, is a representative. 
Again and again during the past months has it seemed as if the dis- 
pute had been adjusted and a settlement composed by which the 
coveted sinews of ,peace from European, American and Japanese 
bankers would be at the disposal of the Chinese minister of finance. 
Then a shift would come, obstacles appear and negotiations be 
resumed at London and at Peking. If Tang Shao Yi is now ina 
mood for resigning his post as premier and will not longer be party 
to the process of covert diplomacy and international. strife which 
lies back of all the nominal struggle over loans, it means that .a turn 
has come which may open a new era. From the first he has been 
inclined to place loans where and when it seemed advantageous: to 
China’s immediate needs and on terms involving no humiliation of 
national pride. 

It is one of the ironical turns of history that the ideal of fed- 
erated action by the powers, urged on them by Secretary Hay in 
behalf of maintenance of China’s political and geographical entity, 
should first demonstrate its effectiveness by a process of jomt com- 
pulsion that is extremely distasteful to the rejuvenated nation. Yet 
it is entirely natural in view of the enormous sum, $300,000,000, 
which it is proposed to loan and the relative inexperience in state- 
craft of the republic’s officials and the traditions of graft which 
attach to Chinese officialdom of the past.
